—The sketches of the late Mr. John Leach 
are to be sold in April next. They ran as- 
certained to number upwards of live thous- 
and. 

—An Art Union has been formed in San 
Francisco. The payment of five dollars 
makes any respectable person a sharehold- 
er for one year, though one person may 
purchase several shares, thereby loni earing 
his chances of becoming tho owner of a 
fine painting, engraving, or piece of sculp- 
ture. Gov. Low is president. 

— Mr. Ruskin has resumed his contribu- 
tions to art literature. He has begun a se- 
ries of papers in the Art Journal whose 
purpose is to "try if there may not be de- 
termined some of the simplest laws which 
are indeed binding on art practice and 
judgment." 

—At a late meeting of the Royal Acade- 
my of London, it was anu unced that Gib- 
son, tho celebrated English sculptor, in- 
tended to bequeath JC^.OOO to the Royal 
Academy, upon condition that it should 
provide two rooms in the premises occu- 
pied by it, wherein may tie placed casts 
from his principal works, to be supplied bv 
himself. The sculptor sent from Rome tho 
plans for the distribution of these works in 
the proposed apartments. 

—"Sunshine and Shadow'' Mr. Hier- 
stradt's most celebrated painting, and his 
"Rocky Mountains" are yet owned by the 
artist himself. 

— Le Clar is busy on portraits. He is 
just finishing a very life-like one of Rob- 
bins, the artist. 

— Jerome Thompson, of New York, has 
ju%t finished two companion pieces, "The 
Home in the West," and "The Home in 
the East;" the former representing a loy- 
house home on the prarie, and the latter, a 
New England farm-house, half covered 
with mosses aud vines— boll 
the characteristic scenery of 
regions. 

— Bierstadt has lately finished a large pic- 
ture of Mount Hood in Oregon — a moun- 
tain eighteen thousand feet high, standing 
by itself in majestic isolation. Apparently 
one-half of tho mountain, says the N. Y. 
Review, is covered with snow. In the fore- 
ground is the Columbia river with its wood- 
ed banks, while at the left of tho picture is 
a shaded plain, on which a herd of deer is 
feeding The vast size of this paintin-r, its 
lino contrast between the life and verdure 
of the foreground, and the white, icy deso- 
lation of the mountain itself, and the su- 
perb coloring, and manipulation, all com- 
bine to make this ono of the most striking 
landscapes in the annals of American art. 

— "Tho Home in the Woods," a large and 
characteristic specimen of the late Thomas 
Cole, was recently sold for $2,750, probably 
$2,000 more than the artist received when he 
painted it. 

— M. Pinchot, an old soldier of Napoleon 
the First, came to this country on the down- 
fall of the Emperor, prospered in business 
and grew rich. He now lives in Milfonl, 
Pa. Fondly devoted to his general, he not 
long ago decided to erect a statue to him in 
the square of that village. He accordingly 
gave the commission to Mr. Launt Thomp- 
son, of New York, who has just completed 
it— a noble statue, a little above life size, 
representing Napoleon at the period of his 
greatest physical vigor and beauty. 

— George J. Wardwell, a Maine Yankee, 
has perfected a machine for quarrying stone 
by steam. With it two men and a boy can 
do the work of thirty-six men. Time, labor, 
material, and half cost are savetl by this in- 
vention, which is in practical operation at 
Sutherland's Falls, Vt. 

— Dr. Richardson, an English chemist, 
says that iodine placed in a small box, with 
a perforated lid, destroys organic poison in 
rooms. During the continuance of an epi- 
demic small-pox in London, he saw the 
method used with benefit. 

—A Birmingham editor lately received 
from this country what was claimed to be 
the thinnest sheet of iron in the world. It 
was rolled in Pennsylvania, and was the 
one thousandth part of an inch in thick- 
ness. Since then an English manufacturer 
produced a sheet which is the one thousand 
and fifteenth part of an inch thick, is very 
tough, aud has a very good, even surface. 
Another specimen, which at present bears 
away the palm, consists of two sheets, 
measuring eight by five and a half inches, 
weighing respectively forty-nine and forty- 
nine and a half grains, being the fourteen 
huudredth part of an inch in thickness. 

— A writer in the Technologist gives the 
following for the removal of acid stains 
from colored silks: Brush the part with 
tincture of iodine; after a few seconds sat- 
urate with hydrosulphite of soda, and dry 
gradually. The color will bo perfectly re- 
stored. This process is entirely new. The 
reagents mentioned may be procured at any 
good drug store. 

—Mr. Tegetmeier, of the Entomological 
Society, maintains Hint bees have no in- 
■ttnetln shapingtheir cells, as has usually 
been supposed; but the form is the conse- 
quence of the law or property of space, that i 
Of seven circles of equal radii, six will just 
surround the seventh. The cell of the bee 
is invariably hemispherical at its com- 
mencement, nnd the section of a cell not 
in contact with auother is always circular. 

In France a new method fordoing away 
with nitrate of silver in photography is 
proposed. It consists in seusiti/.ing the albu- 
menized paper with a mixture of one part 
of Lichromato of potash and two parts of 
sulphate of copper, on which it is floated 
for a few minutes. It is then dried before a 
fire in the absence of daylight, and then put 
under a negative with tne printed side turn- 
ed upward. The action of light is as rapid 
in this as in tho ordinary method. The print 
is then lloated ou a decoction of Campea- 
chy wood to which a little warm water is 
added. The image is thus developed, and 
when it hits attained a sufficient depth of 
tint, it is dipped intoa bath of hot w ater, 
which carries off the excess of Campeachy; 
next it is rinsed in either warm or cold wa- 
ter and varnished. 

A letter from Savannah says: "Speaking 
of subjugation, Gen. Sherman has a very 
terse way of meeting this difficulty. To a 
proud lady, who said to him 'General, you 
may conquer but you don't subjugate us,' 
he instantly replied, 'I don't waut to subju- 
gate you, I mean to kill you, right out, if 
you don't stop this rebellion.' To another 
who wanted to know of him how long the 
war would last, he said, 'Well, well,' in his 
rapid, earnest manner, 'I don't know; per- 
haps aix or eight years of guerrilla warfare; 
long enough to destroy this whole genera- 
tion, and then we'll begin anew.' In this 
way he dashes their arrogance right and 
left to the winds, and they leave his pres- 
ence utterly confounded, and at least, with 
due respect to the Yankee General.

An Incident of l.ibby Prison Ilxperienre. 

Mr. Richardson, of the New YorkTii- 
bune, writes the following : 

I will give but one of the many incident- 
of our Libby experience. It was a hot sum- 
mer day, and we were all depressed, whet, 
the news came that Grant had been tern 
bly wdiipped and driven back in conlusio.: 
from Vicksburg, aud that a great battle ha 
occurred at some obscure place in Pennsv . 
vania, called I .ettysburg, where Meade I. i 
received u Waterloo defeat, aud Lee Jm 
captured forty thousand prisoners. '1 1 .. 
rebel papers indulged in a good many sp< 
illations :ts to where their authorities ecu. 
guard these prisoners and how they 
feed then without starving the people < 
Richmond. That was a sad, silent night to 
Libby; and even the usual evening prayei 
meeting was clouded with despondenc, 
and doubt. 

There was one negro among the score or 
two in prison, who had excited my curiosi- 
ty, because in conversation with me, he ha i 
declared that he felt no interest in the na- 
tional conllict; that it was a speculators' 
war on both sides, from which no good 
could ever result. He was the first African 
I had ever seen who professed to be indif- 
ferent ou the subject. But the next day af- 
ter we received this gloomy intelligence he 
came rushing up into our room and imme- 
diately began to dance a hornpipe, jierform- 
ing the most remarkable gymnastics. We 
all clustered around him, asking "What is 
the matter?" 

"De Yankees has taken Vicksburg, with 
forty thousand prisoners," he shouted, as 
soon as he could gaiu his breath. "Here is 
de news!" Aud he pulled from his pocket 
a newspaper extra, just from the press, 
which he had purloiued from one of the 
rebel officers. 

Then swiftly followed the glad tidings 
that we had also conquered at Gettysburg; 
that Lee, nnd not Meade, was in full retreat. 
How suddenly the very atmosphore seemed 
to change. There was cheering and dan- 
cing; and somebody shouted "Olory, halle- 
lujah." Upon this hint, Rev. Dr. McCabe, 
Of Ohio, in his clear ringing tones, started 
Mrs. Howe's impressive hymn:

The Washington correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Commercial, makes the follow- 
ing statement respecting the "love for the 
old llag" which prompts the good behavior 
Of Savannah citizens :

Half starved as thep 
were when Sherman entered the city, they 
were still devoted to the source of all their 
woes, and a literal translation of this 
feigned "love for the old flag," (though 1 
dou't believe they even pretended as much 
love for it as has beeu renreseute I) was ; 
love for the corn meal anu flour and pork 
aud beef that the old flag represented. One 
lady who had just received her share of the 
provisions sent from Pniladelphia, told ■ 
Federal officer that she wished she could 
get a chance to divide with her friends In 
the rebel army; that in fact she would wil- 
lingly give it all to them if she <*ould, anil 
if she thought they needed it. People hav 
taken the oath to save their cotton, but 
their best wishes are still ^with the rebel 
cause.

I>e the same 
right or wrong, they are forced to exercise 
self-reliance, and to base their defense and 
aj>ology on impregnable | rinciples. The 
; study and development <t»f principles 
therefore becomes a necessity with them. 
Whatever wisdom majorities have is com- 
monly the derivative aud diluted wis- 
dom of some thoug! tful and sturdy minor- 
ity. But the temj>ests of revolution may 
carry a whole people over to the side of 
such a minority, and then the slowly tem- 
pered, long drilled leaders of the latter, 
the men w ho have already thought out from 
surface to eenter and top to bottom all the 
questions involved in the contest, and 
whoso practical and speedy solution has 
then become vitally important, such men 
become the natural leaders of the majority, 
ft. We digress into this slight generalization 
because we deem it specially pertinent to 
the subject in hand. 

(ieneral Palmer has been for years a 
steadfast opponent of the aggressive meas- 
ures of the slave power. He has avoided 
all violent and fanatical agitation of the 
slavery question, but as a politician he has 
spoken, acted, voted, for the doctrines of 
universal freedom, which constitute what- 
ever soul, whatever life, American Democ- 
racy possesses.

His present position is equally unequi vo- 
cal. He knows and frankly and freely ad- 
mits that the nation's real enemy in this 
great struggle is slavery, aud not the tem- 
porary madness of rebels. We feel justified 
in giv ing absolute assurance to the reader 
that the claims of our country on its able- 
bodied lighting population, will be alone 
considered by Gen. Palmer in the conduct of 
any necessary recruiting w hiah he may be 
called on to superintend iu our State. The 
claims of masters to their slaves will be no 
more heeded certainly than the claims of 
parents to a son, of a w ife to ber husband, 
or of children to their father. In a former 
notice of tien. Palmer we alluded to the 
fact that much of the bitter hostility to 
General Burbridge proceeded from hU 
negro-enlistment policy, (the printer took 
the point out of the remark by omitting the 
qualifying phrase, "negro enlistment," 
which we beg the reader if he no- 
ticed the article to now restore,) and that 
those oppor ents who stood on this grouud 
would not be so greatly pleased and tri- 
umphant by the change of command as 
they may have anticipated. It is due to the 
unconditional Unionists of the State that 
they should be explicitly informed on this 
point. And we can assure them that Gen. 
I'l.lm. r is in full and open acord with 
them on the negro question. And it is due 
fnm them that they should recognize and

The Draft.— As the draft did not com- 
mence here on the 15th inst., the limit of 
time granted 'or tilling quotas by volun- 
teering, in the President's Proclamation of 
l>ecember IV, calling for "three hundred 
thousand more," many are under the im- 
pression that it has been postponed. This 
is a mistake. The Provost Marshal of this 
District has received instructions from the 
Provost Marshal General to prcjxirc at once 
to proceed with the draft, and report to the 
War Department when everything was in 
readiness. At the same time he was in- 
structed to report to the Provost Marshal 
General w hat counties or sub-districts had 
or were rapidly filling their quotas, clearly 
implying, w e think, a purpose not to order 
the draft in such places as were rapidly fill- 
ing their quotas. 

No order has yet been received by Pro- 
vost Marshal Womack to proceed with tin- 
draft in this District, and w e believe he wiil 
not receive any such order, so far as Jeffer- 
son county is concerned, if the efforts now- 
being made to fill its quota continue to give 
promise of success. The Mayor has assured 
us that the men can be easily enough ob- 
tained if a sufficient sum of money can b<- 
raised for bounties. I>et all men, therefore, 
liable to draft come forward and subscribe 
to the general draft fund at the Mayor's 
office. It is the cheapest, and now a pretty 
sure way of avoiding the draft. 

Use Hcxdkei) ash Fifty-Second Illi- 
nois. — The l.Vid Illinois, a new regiment, 
arrived here yesterday, and left for Nash- 
ville. It numbers lOu men, nearly all vet- 
erans. This is the third new regiment that 
has passed through our city within a w eek 
for the front, (Jf the "front" may now be 
located anywhere southwardly from this. 
These new regiments are the first that have 
been raised under the late call for three 
hundred thousand men, and will be fol- 
lowed by a number of others. The north-

Washington, Feb. 22. — The Xavy De- 
partment has received the following from 
Admiral I'orter: 

U. S. FLAflSHXk* Mai.vkun, CAM Fkai: 
River, February lt».— Sir: I have the honor 
to report the surrender or evacuation of Ft. 
Anderson. General Heboneld advanced 
from Smithlield with s,o<hi men on the 17th. 
At the same time I attacked the works by 
placing the Monitor Montauk close to the 
works, with the Pautucket. Seneca, Una- 
dilla, and Fequot. The tide and wind not 
allow ing more vessels to get under lire. The 
fort answered pretty briskly, but quieted 
dow r n by sunset. On the 18th at 8 o'clock I 
moved up closer, the Montauk leading, 
followed by the Aurora, BSSSSCUS, Fequot, 
IfsrengO, Madilla, l'autucket, Osceola, 
Bhawmut, Seneca, Chippewa, and Little 
Ada, and kept up a heavy tire through the 
day till lutein the afternoon. The enemy's 
batteries w ere silenced by ?, o'clock, though 
we kept up the lire till dark. We also fired 
through the night. In the meantime Gen. 
Scholield was working in the rear of the 
rebels to cut them o0. The latter did not 
wait for the army to surround them, but 
left in the night, taking 50 pieces of light 
artillery with them, and everything MM 
of value. At daylight this morning 
■ome of our troops that were near by 
went in and hoisted the tlag upon the ram- 
,when the tiring ceased from the Mou- 
There were ten heavy guns in Fort 
Anderson and a quantity of ammunition.

Mexican News. 

N;.w York, Feb. 22. — Advices from the 
Northern States of Mexico to the Uth, rep- 
resent the people there are still lirm in their 
adhesion to the constitutional government, 
aud determined i o resist the Imperial in- 
vaders. 

The States of Chihuahua, Sonora and 
Sinaloa. were entirely clear of any of Max- 
imilian's troops, with the exception of a 
small force in the town of Mazatlau in the 
latter State. The city of Chihuahua is the 
present capital of the Republic. President 1 
Juarez ami his cabinet ollicers are located 
there exercising their functions in security. 
There are about 16,006 Republican troops 
in the States of Siualoa, Duraugo aud Chi- 
huahua, and others in Sonora. On the 1st 
of January President Juarez issued a spir- 
ited proclamation declaring his determina- 
tion to maintain the Republic, and encour- 
aging the people to stand firm in its sup- 
Port. ^ 

Advance of Gcu. Sherman's Victorious 
Army. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 22. — A special dis- 
patch to the Rulletin says it is stated that 
the rebel papers announce Gen. Sherman's 
advance to have reached Camden, forty 
miles north of Columbia, on Saturday. 
Camden is northeast of Columbia, about 
half way to Florence, showing that Sher- 
man is moving for the latter place, liar- 
dee is evacuating Charleston and is evident- 
ly pressing forward to reach Florence and 
thence on to Wilmington. 

The race will be a close one, both starting 
at the same time. The distance from Co- 
lumbia to Florence is 89 miles, and from 
Charleston to Florence 102 miles. Besides, 
the capture of Fort Anderson gives us the 
Wilmington end of the Manchester road, 
and if Hardee beats Sherman to Florence, 
he will have to take to the open country for 
escape. 

The Enrollment Hill fu the House. 

Nen York, Feb. 22.— It is believed the 
enrollment bill will be defeated in the 
House, as its provisions are regarded as op- 
pressive. 



NENATE. 

Washington, Feb. U2. 

A bill to increase the compensation of 
Government contractors was introduced. 

Mr. Trumbull, from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, reported against the proposition to 
amend the Constitution by authorizing an 
export tax; also against the provision to re- 
cognize the existence of God in the Consti- 
tution, and against the proposition of Mr. 
Sumner in relation to the btisis of repre- 
sentation. 

Mr. Wilson, from the Military Commit- 
tee, reported a joint resolution to authorize 
surveys to be made for a ship canal around 
Niagara Falls and a canal from Lake Mich- 
igan to the Mississippi, recommending this 
as a substitute for the House bills on these 
subjects. 

The report of the Committee of Confer- 
ence on the freedmen's bill was considered 
and rejected— 14 to 20. 

The Senate insisted on its amendment to 
the original bill and called for another 
Committee. 

The bill entitled an act to regulate com- 
merce between the several States, relative 
to the Camden and Ainboy railroad, was 
taken up. Mr. Nye opposed it. 

On motion of Mr. Sprague the Secretary 
of War was asked for a copy of instructions 
issued for the enrollment of citizens of La. 
Pending further consideration of the bill 
the Senate went into executive session. 

Adjourned. 

Mr. Wilson reported a bill prohibiting 
the election of Senators and Representa- 
tives from States declared in rebellion, till 
they have adopted a republican form of 
government, and till Congress passes an 
act declaring that they are entitled to rep- 
resentation. The majority opposed the bill. 

Mr. Ashley offered a substitute. The 
subject was laid on the table. 

Mr. Wilson reported from the Committee 
on Judiciary the Senate resolution to pro- 
mote enlistments in the army, declaring 
the wives and children of suclfcolored men 
as entered the service for the war free, and 
declaring married such men and women as 
have lived together in that character. 

Mr. Mallory moved to table the subject; 
disagreed to by 06 to 77. 

The resolution was passed by a strictly 
party vote. 

Mr. Wilson also reported a Senate bill to 
prevent officers of the army and navv, and 
others engaged in the military and nSTa] 
service, from interfering in eloUions, which 
passed 1 19 to 19. 

The House passed a bill directing a Cir- 
cuit and District Court to be held at Erie, 
Pa. 

Mr. Williams, from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, reported a bill that as much of the 
joint resolution explanatory of an act to 
suppress insurrection, punish treason, and 
confiscate property, passed July 17th, I^.t, 
it prohibits forfeiture of real estate of rebels 
beyond natural life.

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Concerning the Evacuation of 

Washington, Feb. 22.— Speaking of the 
evacuation of Columbia, tho Richmond 
Sentinel, of the 20th, says: 

It is said that some of our engraved areas- 
ury note paper fell into the hands of the 
Yankees, and also a considerable quantity 
of medical stores. We have no particulars 
of these losses, as the official dispatch of the 
fall of Columbia was communicated to 
President Davis, and we doubt whether it 
was even sent to the War Department, 
which appears to be in complete ignorance 
of what has happened in South Carolina, 
except from what bits of information as 
have been picked up on the str» t t. 

On Thursday, the day before the enemy 
occupied the city, ten trains were run from 
Columbia to' Charlotte. It was supposed 
that the effects of the Treasury Department 
were brought off*. 

There has been a report that the plates 
for engraving treasury notes fell into the 
hands of the enemy, but this report is now- 
traced to some negroes who escaped from 
Columbia and reached Kingsville and told 
the story to the telegraph operator, who 
sent it as authentic over the wires to Rich- 
mond. 

Mr. Johnson, agent of the treasury de- 
partment, has communicated to the author- 
ities from Charlotte and makes no mention 
of engravers plates. 

We understand that Grant shows no dis- 
position to assume offensive operations and 
DSS tvitSdiai w tffiuui Uls works on this side 
Of Hatcher's run. The condition of the 
roads renders the success of any important 
movement doubtful. The ground is thor- 
oughly thawed, and it is almost impossi- 
ble for cavalry and artillery, and exceed- 
ingly difficult for the movement of infan- 
try.

Great Union Speech of Mr. llaiues. 

Nkwiiern, N. C, Feb. 19.— The great 
■neeohof Mr. Haines, delived on the 20th 
ult., is attracting much attention. His ar- 
gument favoring a restoration of the Union 
is as fearless as it is able. The irresponsi- 
ble Representatives in the rebel Congress 
from Missouri and o'her States, who have 
no constituents, are assisting to bind the 
fetters; on North Carolina. The North, 
belns in the best spirits over their present 
brilliant prospects, will speedily furnish the 
axW.OOO men called for by Mr. Lincoln, who 
will go to the field with greater alacrity 
and soon become excellent soldiers, in- 
spired, as they are, with the hope of speedy 
■QOOSM over their enemies. Can we recover 
the majesty of tho Confederate States, which 
has been taken from us by the armies of the 
United States? Can we hold our remaining 
territory? Can we even prevent the fall of 
Richmond and the capture or destruction of 
our only remaining army, recruited to the 
full extent of our white population. 

Regarding reconciliation lie said: There 
are those who think, after as much .strife 
and bloodshed, that reconciliation is impos- 
sible. This is a mistake. In the case of 
England and Scotland, which was in 
some respects similar to ours, devill- 
ed as they were into kingdoms, at 
w ar effected a reconciliation, and started on 
a now career of prosperity and glory. Such 
wiil prove to be our case. The only hope I 
have ever seen of success in this struggle 
was that the Northwestern States might be 
induced to join our Coufederacy. The 
manner in which these States voted in the 
late Fresidential election has dispelled that 
hope forever, and in my judgment has 
sealed the fate of the Confederacy.

She has been 
nearly a year on the stocks and may be 
exj>ected to take the track in the mail line 
early in March. The new boat was de 
signed and constructed especially for the 
passenger trade between the two cities, and 
will be of great attraction to travelers.
